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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This office action is in response to communication filed on Sept. 21 , 2005. 

2. Claim 1 8 has been canceled. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The speciTication shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 4-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly daim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

5. Regarding claims 4-5, the phrase "a meta file", "SMIL" render the claim indefinite 
because it is unclear what the "meta file" and what is "SMIL" means. See MPEP 

§ 2173.05(d). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A per^n shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1 ) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an applicatbn for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international applicatbn filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21 (2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

7. Claims 1-3, 6-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Koike etal. (6,181 ,805). 
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Regarding claims 1-3, 6, 12-17, Koil<e discloses object image detecting method, 
detecting a position of a body part area in an input image (see fig.3, fig.6, It, col.6, lines 
56-59 and its description): locating a coordinate system of an omament according to the 
detected position of the body part area in the input image (see fig.3, fig.6, elements 503- 
504, col.6, line 60-col.7, line 8 and its description): and outputting an ornament- 
arranged input image, based on the located coordinate system of the ornament (see 
flg.3, figs.6-7, elements 503-504, col .7, lines 9-47 and its description). 

Regarding claims 7-11, Koike discloses object image detecting method, 
comprising: detecting a rotation amount of a body part area, the rotation being in-plane 
of an input image (see fig.2, fig.7, and its description): defining a rotation amount of a 
coordinate system of an ornament according to the detected rotation amount of the 
body part area (see col. 4, line 1 -col.6, line 14, fig. 4, figs.6-7 and its description): and 
outputting an ornament-arranged input image, based on the defined rotation amount of 
the coordinate system of the ornament (see fig.3, figs.6-7, elements 503-504, col. 4, line 
I-C0I.6, line 14, col .7, lines 9-47 and its description).
